A HUMOROUS REPORT OK BUTTER. 

We copy the following from the Farmer's 
Monthly Visitor. There U a good moral con 
veyeJ in it. told with a rich vein of humor that is 
capita! It is from the pen of 8 D Little, of 
the Merrimac (X. H.) Agricultural Society. 

The heneficouce of the Creator is manifested, in 
so disposing our tastes, and so adapting these to 
the varieties with which we are surrounded, as to 
make life a scene of enjoyment instead of a burden . 
It might have lx n that necessary food would have 
been noi-omr ns it is sometime to the diseased stom- 
ach, had it not have pleased the Creiftor to have or- 
dered it otherwise. Bread u the staff of life, but 
butter is giv, n Jo make it slip down easier, and with 
a better relish Bu it depends sometimes on who 
makes the butter, whether it answers this pur- 
pose Butt' r made in Joe Bonker s bouse needs 
to be eaten in the dark ; then, to make it pass 
well, one or two other senses should be laid aside — 
while that made by bis brother J onathan may be 
eaten in the fall lilazc of noon : you would wish 
that your neck was as long again .’that you might 
have the pleasurable sensation of swallowing pro- 
longed. Perhaps a bit of the history of their U tter 
halves will explain the whole matter. 

Joe's wife was Sally Sly— when a small girl she 
was sly — she would not half wash the milk pail, but 
sly it away and let it so.r. She was sly at school and 
d*d not half get her lessens, but would have her 
books in sight when reciting— bot as she grew older 
she learned that to get well married, she must ap- 
pear well, so she bent all her cunning to get a *«. 
pe racial education in everything, from roasting a 
potato to ptaying on the p’iano. Poor Joe fell in 
love with her, and “love has no qyes, " so be mar- 
ried her. But soon after she entered on housekeep- 
ing, his eye sight came, and he saw his fix. that was 
“for better tor worse,' and be thought it was all for 
worse. Like a true philosopher, he concluded to 
endure what he could not avoid or cure, and got 
aloug toler. bly well, only when he came to her but- 
ter, for his mother was a real butter maker Every 
time be saw or tasted of Sally's butter be felt the 
horrors. Her manner cf making batter is some- 
what as follows 

She thinks it of no consequence whether the milk 
pail is sweet or sour — sets the milk in a warm room, 
because it is easier than to go into the cellar, and if 
some dirt should blow into the pans she thinks 
every man must “eat a peck of dirt, "and in na place 
will it slip down easier than in batter — she lets 
the cream pot be open, and when she chums 
forgets the poke: leaves the cream at blood heat 
that it may come quick. When she takes it out of 
ttie churn, she picks out the bodies of all flies and 
spiders, the legs and wings are so small they can be 
swallowed. Pue works out half the buttermilk and 
sets it away in a warm place for use. Pcor Joe has 
seen so much of this kind that be declares batter 
does not agree with health, and will not taste it. 
Yet his wite wonders why he docs not try it . and 
marvels that he does not keep a dairy and make 
butter for market. 

Joust nan was a yonnger brother of Joe, and be 
had occasion to eat at Ids brother's enough to know 
why he did not eat butter, and he declared he never 
would marry without knowing what his bread 
would be buttered with. Following the bent of his 
fancy he made several attempts at matrimonv. and 
Julia Jumper almost caught him — for there was al- 
ways good butter on the table for tea, but he was 
determined to know who made it. On inquiry, she 
•ays: 

“La me’ mother makes the butter: I take lessons 
on the piano.” 

“Welt," says Jonathan, “I wint a wife who takes 
lessons on the chom— I shall look further.” 

After several unsuccessful attempts, and just 
ready to despair, he started in pursuit of stray cat- 
tle before br. akfast. and wandered through the for- 
est into the next town. and weary and hungry , called 
ed at a decent looking house and asked for some re- 
freshment*. which were most cordially granted, for 
the family were what are called Scotch-lrisb — in re- 
ligion Presb terian. and in hospitality boundless. 

He re be found the butter exactly ’right; though 
the weather was lxA. the butter kept its shape as 
well as bees wax. catechised the old lady about 
her houses fferr. for tfe bread was as right as the 
butter. The old lady said her health was feeble — 
she could do but little, aDd Jenny had the whole 
management. He made some roundabout inquiries 
concerning Jenny; and beard that she was a hearty, 
black-eyed lass of about two and twenty; had never 
seen a piano, or attended a hall, but knew the As- 
sembly's catechism, and could sing Old Hundred to 
a charm, spin flax and dam stocking*, and was then 
gone to town with butter. He lingered, bnt she 
was delayed, and when his excuses for staying were 
exhausted, be started. He could not get "the good 
butter out of his mind, and how it happened I know 
rot, be soon found his way there again, and the re- 
sult of his adventure was, be made a wile of Jane 
McKern. And now one lump of his butter iswortb 
more than Jo’s wife would make in a month . There 
is no trouble going to market — the keepers of gen- 
tee! boarding-houses in the neighboring villages send 
and take it at the highest market price. 

Now the main difference between these two 
women arise* from the manner of training, tliongb 
there is no difference in natural disposition. Old 
Madam Sally never looked on to see that Sally did 
her work right, but suffered her to shy off her work 
as she chose, and though a good boost-keeper her- 
self. was altogether too indulgent , and like some 
other mothers, thought more of getting Sally well 
married than of making her fit for a wife — while old 
Madam McKearn was determined Jenny should be 
fit for any man s wife, whether she got married or 
not. Perhaps there is no more certain criterion by 
which to judge of a woman 'a general character for I 
neatness, than by the quality of her butter. Find 
on the farmer's table a good solid, properly salted 
well worked slice of butter, and you need not fe*r 
to Ml the cake or hash; but see a splash of half- 
worked butter— salt in lumps, and a sprinkling of 
hair and flies' legs, you maybe sure that if you 
board there very long, death will not be obliged to 
wait much for you towieb your peek of dirt! 

My advice is, to young farmers, to make it a oar 
qua non in a wife that she makes prime butter, and 
the young ladies who aspire to be farmers' wives 
had much better be imperfect in fiilagree and music 
than be deficient in that most i^iorlant art of 
making batter, which smooths, not only the sharp 
corners of emst and crackers, but will’ smooth the 
asperities of tbc husband's temper

It 
seems that s gentleman from Virginia, who is on his 
road north for the purpose of embarking to Central 
America, was on board the steamboat Washington, 
with a female slave and her two sons. Just before 
the starting of the line to New Yorks ante of the ab- 
olitionists in the city got wind of the aff.ir, and a 
colored mau accosted the party (who were on the 
upperdcck) and inquired of the woman, if she was 
aware that, by the law* of Pennsylvania, she had 
only to step ashore with her children, and they 
would be free. At this juncture the master stepped 
forw ard told the negro that he desired no interfer- 
ence with his busin« -.s, and that the woman knew 
where she was going. The colored man replied 
that he did not desire to interfere with bin,, but 
that he wished to inform the woman of her rights. 

The mother stated that she did not know she 
was free, and expressed a desire to be at liberty. 
The Virginian then said that she could do as she 
pleased, if she wished to leave him she could go 
ashore. He then reminded her of her three chil- 
dre; in Virginia, and asked her if she w ished to lie 
separated from them. ‘ No, tnassa,” was the reply, 
“but I wants to be free.” The slaves were then 
seized by the negroes present, and hurried ashore. 
This proceeding, however, wa* not accomplished 
without a scuffl". The Virginian seized the colored 
man who had first accosted the woman, and also 
collar d a well known citizen and prominent Aboli- 
tionist who had taken an active part in the matter. 
The latter threw off the slave owner, and demanded 
of him whether he wonld be responsible for these 
people. The Philadelphian replied, “I will be re- 
sponsible for every shadow of a legal claim you 
have upon them," and handed him his card. 

Duriug the scuffle the officers of the boat, who 
seemed puzzled to understand the proceedings, in- 
terfered to prevent disorder. The Vi -ginian went 
on shore and made an effort to obtain the assistance 
of the police. The latter declined to interfere The 
woman and her two children were finally hurried up 
D ck street and put into a cab, amid the cheers of 
the crowd. The vehicle was driven rapidly down 
town, and the discomfitted owner was left to digest 
his mort fiction the best way he could. The Vir- 
g nian stated that he was Minister to one of the 
Central American governments. 

The well-informed correspondent of the New York

Of these 181 ,000 men. 20,000 are detached on the 
Kerteh expedi i >n, and 40,000 are at Fnjhitoria. 
There remain, therefore, iu the camps of Kamiesc \ 
and Balaklava about 120,000 men. of whom 50.000 
are required f >r holding the trenches and keeping 
np the siege; and of the 70.000 remaining, at least 
10 000 are unable to take the field, though tbev are 
on the effective list. With such a force Gen. Pelis- 
sier did not feel safe to set out iu search of an ene- 
my strong in cavalry, aDd probably intent to entice 
the allies into the steppes of Northeastern Crimea, 
where the supply of water is scarce, and the Cos- 
sacks might harass the advancing army, threatening 
its communication with the sea. and ’ disappearing 
whenever the allied infantry chose to attack them. 

IFromthe Washington Union. July 15th. 1 
American Officers in the Crimea. 

The statement going the roun ’s of the newspa- 
pers that the three officers of the American army, 
dispatched to the Crimea by the President, for the 
purpose of observing the improvement* in tbe nti i- 
tary sciences, have lieen refused the necessary s; no- 
tion of the Russian Government, is a malicious fab- 
r cation. A private letter from a friend by the last 
steamer, assnns u* that the three officers alluded to 
(Majo* Delafield. Captain Mordecai and Cuptain 
McClellen) had been received with distinguished 
honor by the representatives of tbe Czar Alexan- 
der so far as they had advanced, at last accounts. 
On thr ir arrival at Berlin they were welcomed^an den- 
tertained by the Russian Minister in the most cor- 
dial manner; and when they reached Warsaw, Prince 
Paskiewitch greeted them with wplondid hospitali- 
ty. He gave them a grand review of tbe troops, 
and ordered an engineer officer to show them the 
fortifications, Ac. 

They had beeu offered a choice between an invi- 
tation from the Emperor, first, to visit the Russian 
Capital, St. Petersburg, or to be expressed to the 
Crimea. They have accepted the first and have 
arrived at St Petersburg, and have, doubtless, re- 
ceived before this time, such facilities for the prose- 
cation of their object as the Emperor only can give. 
This country is under great obligations to the Rus- 
sian Government and its officers for their great kind- 
ness and consideration to our officers — treat ment 
which stands in such hold relief when coutrasted 
with the cold, cautions and suspicious conduct of 
the allies, that we deem it worthy of special notice. 
The whole story implying a different policy tow ards 
the American officers on the part of Russia, is the 
fabrication either of some European penny-a-liner, 
or of the New York Heraid. and we only wonder 
that ev n malignity should mislead men to invent 
fasehoods that can be so easily and triumph- ntlv 
contradi.ted.

New Jersey and the Philadelphia Plat- 
form.

Live Stock of Ohio* 

A Brief R nn nmoni the Live Stork cf Ohio— Tnt- 

f M-ruion, of l>iirham«. Devon*. Ac. from Una- 
auit uud S< oti t ud —i lie Forming Herds— Ken- 
tucky must look to her Laurels. 

[Correspondence of the Louisville Courier.) 

Cincinnati, July 12, 1855. 

.1/ isrs. Ed’ tors: Since I left LouLville I have 
had a brief mn among the live stock of South- 
western Ohio, from which I have just returned to 
this point. I have seen many things that afforded 
me great pleasure, and some that I think may be 
of nterest to your readers. 

The efforts now makiug to establish superior herds 
of rattle iu Ohio are very imperfectly understood 
iu Kentucky. From what I have just seen, and 
what I know of the men engaged in these efforts, I 
ant satisfied that the former State is ambitions to 
dispute tbe palm of excellence with the latter, in 
the matter of fine herds of thorough-bred cattle, 
and that she is now getting ready for this encounter. 
Her stock raisers are very wisely lav ing their foun- 
dations deep in the English Herd Book, and the re- 
sult is sure to be a superstructure that will compel 
t’ueir riva's (and as y. t greatly their superiors,) La 
Kentucky, t > look well to their laurels. 

Perhaps my meaning will be better understood, 
if I enter more into practical detail. One of the 
forming herds vhich I visited is that of Rol ert G. 
Corwin, Esq., of Warren county, Ohio. Mr. C. i* a 
very recent beginner, and his young herd of full- 
blood Durham* numbers only nineteen h ad, viz: 
twelve breeding cows, five bulls and two heifers; 
yet it has more of real royalty in its blood than 
can be found in many much larger herds of older 
breeders. A dip into their pedigrees will- show 
thi«. The first animal which arrests one's attention 
on moving among his littl" herd is a three year old 
heifer, culled “Scottish Blue Belle.” Her feet are 
still sore from tne effects of the voyage across the 
ocean, and she treads daintily, even on the velvet 
grass, yet her look and movements at once attest 
the excellence of her birth and breeding, and you 
are not surprised to read in the Herd Book that she 
was got by Molecatcher, [10,537,] dam Blue Belle, 
by Capt. Shafloe, [6,833,] gr. dam Duisy by Tom- 
boy, [5,194,] g. gr. d. by Priam, [4,758,] g. g. gr. d. 
the prize cow Cora, sold at Mr. Denton’s sale for 
seventy guineas. 

“Scottish Blue Belle” arrived ont in fine condition, 
aud displays a frame upon which can be built a 
mountain of meat. Next to her stands “White 
Rose,” seven years old, got by Sir Robert Peel, 
[9.658,] dam White Lady, by Imperial, [4,209,] gr. 
d. Matilda by Snowball, [2,651,] g. gr. d. Maythorn 
by Ainsty, [1,615,] g. g.gr. d. by St. Leger, [1,414,] 
g • g. g. gr. d. Young Flora by Palatine, [478,] g. g. 
g. g. gr. d. Floriana by Diamond, [206,] e. g. g. g. 
g gr. d. Flora, bred by Mr. Thompson, of Stanwix 
Park, England. And standing near “Scottish B!u > 
Bell” aud “White Rose,” (completing a gronpe which 
any of our Kentucky cattle princes might envy,) 
is “Edi'.h,” a red and white five year old, byFitz- 
Adolphu* Fairfax, [9,124,] dam Edith, by the cele.

American Herd Book,] gr . d. by Hazlcwood, [3,993]

ported Matilda by Imperial, [2,151,] g.g. g.g-. d. 
by Son of W arlaby, [672,] g.g. g. g. gr. d. by Young 
Comet, [ — ,] g. g. g. g. g. gr. d. by Windsor, [698,]

8- K- P- P- P- cr. d. by Eclipse, [1,948.] “Fashion” 
is a dark roan, with a pedigree as deep as that of 
“Cherry,” and of a family of animals as good as that 
from which the latter descended; but as I have suf- 
ficiently illustrated my remark about the stock- 
breeders of Ohio “wisely laying their foundations 
deep in the Eng!i-h Herd-Book,” I need not cumber 
your columns with the details. 

“Fashion" was bred by Moses Steddon, of Warren 
county, Ohio, and by him exhibited at the Warren 
Co. Fair as a yearling, where she took the flint pre- 
mium; and being again exhibited at the Ohio State 
Fair the same fall, took the first premium there. 
Last fall she went the same round again, equally 
snccessful, with Ihe addition of tearing off the 
highest honor in her e ass at the National Cattle 
Show at Springfield. “Ch rry” is rather under 
size, but is a very beautiful cow, aud has brought 
the best calf yet produced in Warren county, by 
Lamartine. “Mary Trimble” Is remarkably fine in 
most essential points, but is not so stylish as her 
com anion* in the herd. “Strawberry” 111* taken 
many premiums in her day, and is the mother of a 
good race of animals. “White Rose” took the first 
premium last year in Hamilton Co., Ohio, and the 
same in Boone Co., Ivy., aud being again exhibited 
at the Ohio State Fair, took the second premium 
against great competition. But “Scottish Blue 
Belle,” after all, is undoubtedly the Queen of Mr. 
Corwin's herd. Two years ago she was exhibited 
four times in county societies in England and Scot- 
land. against the celebrated Rose of Summer, aud 
in every instance beat her. Last year the latter an- 
imal took the fiest premium at the Royal English 
Show at Lincoln, the “Scottish Blue Bell.” having 
previously been removed out of the way of compe- 
tition by sale and exportation to this country. 

The balls in the herd of Mr. Corwin consist of 
“Lamart ne,” 6 years old, bred by Samuel Cloon, of 
Hamilton county, an 1 sired by old Sultan, who has 
been often exhibited at Fairs East and West, and 
“never beaten.” Lamartine's dam was a superior 
Kentucky D rhnm, of pedigree running back to 
San Martin and Mrs. Mott, of the importation of 
18i7. He is an admirable animal, and has just beeu 
purchased by a company in Missouri, to which fitate 
he is soon to be taken. Second, “Crusader,” a 3 
year old, pure jvliite, bred by James Douglass, of 
East Lothian, in Scotland, from the English bull 
Crusade, [7,938,] dam Crocus by Daniel, son of the 
oelebratcd prize bull Dan. O’Connell, [3,557,] who 
was out of Yestris, [H. B. vol. 5, p. 1,052 ] The dam 
of Crocus was Woodlass, by Homer, [2,134.] Cru- 
sader's g. cr. d. was by Stamford, who was by Elec- 
tor [1,963.] Elector’s dam was by Saladin, [2,656,] 
gr. d. by Robert Collings’ Major, [398,] g. gr. d. by 
Rarapton, [54.] aud g. g. gr. d. by Aylesby, [44.] 
Crusader ranks very high am ng breeders in South- 
western Ohio. Mr. Corwin has also two yearling 
bulls by ibe Duke of Extter, [10,152,] imported by 
Lewis F. Allen, of New York, both oat of well-bred 
cows purchased of Mr. A.; aud one ball calf by Dr. 
Watts' Prince Albert, out of a cow of Gov. Trim- 
ble's celebrated Matilda stock — a stock of universal 
repute in the State of Ohio. 

The Shakers of Uuion Village, in Warren county, 
have a fine herd of Durham*, which 1 visited, em- 
bracing in tbe uumber some sercuty head of pure 
pedigrees. Their cattle-ranges are abont the nicest 
things of the kind to be found out of Kentnckv, and 
one who has such a fondness as I have for the pasto- 
ral regions of Fayette and Bourbon, cannot other- 
wise than feel “perfectly at home” while gazing up- 
on the cattle and lauds of this singular Brotherhood. 
But goo herds and good blue grass pastures abound 
in all this part of Ohio. I seek to give no further 
details, however, my object in speaking of Mr Cor- 
win's herd so particularly having been simply to 
show our good friends, the Cattle Princes of Ken- 
lucky, a single example of wliat “Young America” 
is doing over here in Ohio in their o,vu peculiar line, 
— in which, as yet, they are without successful ri- 
vals. 

Comparalivtly few person* in our own State, 
and not a great many ia this, are aware of the great 
improvement which has been made within a few 
years in Ohio in the number aud quality of the 
livestock produced here. But progress in this de- 
partment of human exertion here, has kept full 
pace with tbe wonderful development of this great 
.St; tc in other respects. For more than a quarter 
of a century the Pickaway, Madison and Darby 
Plains have been celebrated for their natural mea- 
dows and good cattle; and, for nearly an equal 
length of time, Highland, Licking, and a few other 
single counties, have enjoyed an almost equal ce- 
lebrity m the same department of agricultural 
thrift. But it is within comparatively a few years 
only that all parts of the State have gone to work 
industriously and energetically to improve the 
breeds of their cattle and establish herds of com- 
manding reputalion. And that this is doi c n w, is 
owing in a great measure, if not chiefly, I have no 
doubt, lo legislation favoring the establishment of 
agricultural societies in all the counties In Ken- 
tucky, some objection— a good deal, indeed— has 
been nude to the “springing up" of numerous coun- 
ty societies; but I hare never believed that these as- 
soc! itions could be too numerous, and I hail with 
pleasure tbe organization of every new one eslub- 
lislied Their multiplicity may to some extent les- 
sen the importaDre of the few old and excellent so- 
cielie* upon which now “all eyes are fixed" at It ast 
once a rear, hut their local hen, fits will far out- 
weigh auy more general disadvantages of this sort.
